line and the Kielce -Lago'w road. The field was operated by the Air League through the 
local aero -club supervisor. The grass landing strip was about 800 meters lon /7 and 500 
meters wide, extending in a northeast -southwest direction. There were two PO-2 two 
CSS * 13 aircraft and twelve gliders and sailplanes parked in o. wooden, hangar „ The h an gar 
was about 30 meters long, 25 meters vide and 8 meters high, and was located on the north- 
west perimeter of the field* It had an arch-type roof covered with tarpaper.. The aero- 
club office was located in a small wooden building near the hangar,. The field vas not 
equipped with night landing aids and had no radio facilities. A white canvas landing 
"T” was used for daytime operations. One field supervisor, one pilot instructor and two 
aircraft mechanics were employed at the field. 
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
